MONDAY’S ATTENDANCE ABOUT UP TO THE 
STANDARD OF OLD-TIME HAWTHORNE. 



Leo Skolny Takes tlie Handicap and Is the First 
Double Winner of the Meeting — Two Horses 
Fall in the First Rare. 



Whatever doubt existed ns to till* success of the 
racing here and as tn tin* t liiiroughncss of the re- 
vival. was eft ect ively dispelled by the at tendance n 1 
a • iirprisiugly large gathering and their keen in- 
terest in the spurt as well as to the adapta- 
bility to the oral and credit system of wager 
ing. Tin* confusion of Saturday was missing. 
Of course, in comparison with Saturday's a 
tendance, yesterday's patronage appeared d 
eidedly small, hut as Monday attendance goes 
at tracks, there was little to choose from that of 
ye- tf l-duy compared with that of Hawthorne, when 
the famous Corrigan course enjoyed its hey day. 
The mastery of the liettiug system was distinct and 
layer and player went about their business in silent 
and satisfactory stylo. There was no cessation of 
vigilance on the part of tin* Pinkerton people and 
the sheriffs forces to prevent \ iolat ions, but only 
two arrests were the sum total for the afternoon. 

To a close oltserver it n|i|ienrcd as if yesterday 
marked the critical |miut, and that the revival 
stood the acid test. h'roni now on the racing will 
probably improve steadily. 

There was no provision for features on the card, 
the Cicero Handicap at tluns*-ipiarters serving the 
purpose of a headliner. The starters in the si\ 
races, however, were of even calibre and they fur- 
nished dose and wholesome contests, many of the 
finishes being of tlie driving variety, with plenty 
of action in the earlier running. 

Mackenzie's crack l.eo Skolny. at present 
iu lie top form, arm noted for tin* handicap in 
somewhat easy style at the end, lull during the 
earlier racing lie had to he ridden hard to keep a 
forward place with his more lightly weighted 
rivals.

Jocular and High Horse, how 
ever, raced to expectations for tin* stable and won 
easily in the respective races they started in. 

Jocular was in with a fair h.-iiul of youngsters 
and had all the racing luck, while Amazonian was 
a sullerer from the “cowls, y” tactics that pre- 
vailed in spots during the race. High Horse 

ran as if lx*st of those hi* met and his success 
was accomplished easily. 

G allnlnr Bros. Iicgan tlieir Chicago campaign 
auspiciously, when Amulet was returned winner in 
the third race. It marked tin* first race that tin' 
gelding had won since the Douglas Bark meeting 
a year ago. Buy lauded in second place and Louise 
1‘aul third. 

Tin* closing race went to Star of Txiye, which 
moved away from tin* others in tin* stretch alter 
having Inch restrained to tin* last ipiartcr. Injury, 
finishing with a good burst of speed after having 
raced distantly, got up in time for second place, 
with Impression lasting for third, dowdy Howdy, 
the favorite, rail one of his had races ’ and was 
never prominent after tin* start. 

Selling race activities broke out in virulent fash- 
ion during the afternoon and three of tin* win- 
ners were advanced over tlieir entered price. Tin- 
first inn -up calm- in the third race when Amulet 
was bid up tu $705, alt advance uf $|oo. High 
Horse was the next winner to receive attention. 
He was also in for $300. but was raised to $705 
and retained. \V. C. We.unt. was the bidder mi 
botli occasions.

Shilling bid him to $1,205 
but failed to get him. The mu-lip money amount- 
ing tu for the day, will revert back to the 

horsemen on Wednesday next, when it will lie 
added tn the regularly announced purses. 

The $3115 run up of M. Bert Thurman Saturday 
will lie added in ,*Sl(NI amounts to the third, fifth 
and sixth races today. This is in conformity 
with the rule promulgated by Martin Xnthunsoii 
that all run lip moneys in full revert hack to the 
horsemen. At other tracks the owners of the sec 
ond horse, in case of a run-up would Is* the licni- 
liciary to a good sum. 

Mildi surprise was manifested that jockey Am- 
niaiiu. a totally iiH*X|H*rien,-e<l rider, should Is* 
astride Almeda Lawrence, a seemingly strong con- 
tender iu the fifth race. lie lost his stirrup after 
going a half mile and hut fur this mishap would 
lime been more dangerous.

$-1,710 which has been won for him by six horses 
eight races. Mr. James Daly is third, two 
horses having credited him with three races worth 

Tlu% nine-year-old gelding Kentucky, who was 
bred in this country, won u hurdle race quite 
recently at Berlin. Strauslx-rg, |x>.-itiiig Cullen 
Castle, Bewy and Gull, and a mini Iter of others. 
By Salvator, out of Loll Dell. Kentucky used to 
IxJoiig to Whitaker iu England, for whom In* won 
i three-year-old hurdle race at Portsmouth Park 
is long ago as 1919. 

Mount William won the Newluiry limit Cup June 
:>9 bv two lengths from Sir Eager, with the favor- 
ite. Volta, a neck behind the second, and although 
Mount William had won two good stakes earlier 
ind is evidently one of the most useful horses in 
training his prospects of success on this occasion 
were considered so small that 20 to 1 was to be 
had alMuit him. Ccrval finished fourth. 

Fugleman is the leading sire in Ireland this year, 
the three winners for which he is reH|Mmsililc hav- 
ing secured $17,525 iu stakes.

HAVRE DE GRACE A HISTORIC PLACE. 

Quiet Ohl Town Has More Than the Two Annual 
Race Meetings to Boast of. 



Last spring the accomplished writer, Frederick 

.1. Haskins, I to Is* in Havre do Grace 

while tin* race ling there was iu progress, and 

besides saying something about the sport . took oc- 
casion in a letter to tin* Chicago Evening News, to 
give the following description id’ the old town an 
its interesting history: 

' 1 "day sees the end of tin* year’s spring rac- 
ing in Havre dc Grace. The little Maryland town 
is ready to settle back into its wonted <piiet after 
two weeks of feverish activity, count its profit 
ami wait for the fall meting. 

"It is worth while paying a visit to Havre di 
Grace while tin* races are on, whether you arc in 

• crested iu racing or not. Havre de Grace hie 
normally about 1,000 people and an atmosphere of 
reminiscent dignity ,-ind picturesque peace. Twice 
a year for two weeks comes a period when a daily 
crowd of O.ooo racing fob. descends on tin* village. 
Fifteen hundred of the same worldly and energetic 
'•lass take up ti mpor.iry uuarters in Havre de 
Grace itself, to the great ( nliveineiit of local society 
and tlie profit of cvcryliody who has anything for 
sale or a room for rent. Havre de Grace is a 
town transformed. 

"Every one rises to tin* occasion nobly. Racing 
atmosphere takes tin* place of tin* ordinary air. 
laical ncwslNiys sidetrack (lair stock dailies ami 
weeklies to peddle racing publications. Every auto- 
mobile io bm n unfurls a “For Hire” banner innl be- 
comes for the none.* a jitney net only tin* hiimldi 
brands that sis-m to be Ihu*ii to tin* work, but big 
machines with stream line bodies ami fancy horse 
powers. The visitors have to he carried ’ to the 
track and all cars turn out. 

“Natives take a proprietary interest in tin* pro- 
ceedings. I In* date of affairs is something like 
what prevails in a little southern town tl.it a big 
league ball team uses for a training camp -only 
m a-e so. Jtown to the tiny darky bootblacks ruii- 

• liujf about i lie streets, everybody is an (*xpert on 
the horses that are going to run and tin* men win* 
are going to ride them. Tin* other a day a visitor 
observed t chubby and prosperous little urchin 

weeping bitterly in the -ti under the taunls of 

a circle of lean and indigent looking comrades. 

“ ’IVliat’s the tronhl:*?’ inquired l In* visitor. 

‘I weighs a Inin'rcd and’ thirty pounds.’ re- 
plied tin- unfoi | iimite. ‘I riin't never lx* a jo, key.’ 

"Oil the whole, llavre de Grace regards the races 
and tlieir followers with approval. There is some 
on. el opposition .-.lining tlu.s.- of stricter principles, 
but as one Havre de Gr >■,* resident explained it! 
‘most of t item have nothing against tin* races 
While the m , -Is are on they take in lodgers.’ 

"The lark of opposition really springs, however. 
.I-OIII less mercenary motives than that. An addi 
lion of fifteen hundred persons to the popnl.it 

town of t hoiis'i n l in ikes a | n-ge difference 

in business transacted. esiM-eially when the fifteen 
hundred belong to a class iliat spends money freely. 
I.iil cm n so. llavre de Grace probably would object 
t ! eiaioii-ly t*, being used as a racing center if the 
\idt„ra were iin-laiiied to be troublesome. ’They are 
not. Natives agree that they are an exceptionally 
, 1 1 1 : t ' * ami unobtrusive eieineut. There are seventeen 
places in Havre de Grace where the winner may 
celebrate victory or the loser drown defeat in strong 
waters. Vet tin* local police force does not add one 
single i *oust able while the races are on. 

*tf all tin* little towns where big raee meetings 

held is I tel ter flUcd tn set off the color- 

fill. variegated life of the track than Havre do 
Grace. For this is an old and historic village, eon 

I vast ing sharply with (lie ultra lorn crowds in 

the streets. 

“There is a gentleman iu Havre de Grace who 
recently had the honor of watching a monument 
mi veiled to the heroism ,,r his grandfather. When 
tin* British marched on Baltimore in the war of 
1*1-. Havre do Grace was on,* of the unfortunate 
pine,-; that they visited en route. When they ar- 

rived there wen* sixty or seventy I in Havre 

d’* Gr: and they linrued most of those, so that 

most of the town of today is less than a hundred 
.'ears old. Havre do Grace was taken, but in tin- 
gallant defense of John O’Neil, the patriotic in- 
habitant finds some consolation. 

"According to Havre dc Grace today, John O’Neil 
— whose grandson still lives here' whipped the 
British single handl'd. He did not unite do that, 
blit la* niadc il interesting for them for a time. 
Tin* citizens expected an attack and set up a bat- 
tery of three little cannons. When the alarm came. 
O'Neil took his place behind the guns along with 
a number of militia men. The British swept the 
battery gra|n> shot, until the defenders decided to 
move. O’Neil exhorted them to no purpose, so In* 
decided to keep on fighting on his own account. 
He served one of the cannon industriously, and the 
enemy’s fire had nothing to do with iiis ultimate 
retreat. His own gun drove him out, when it. 
kicked him iu the shin. 

“He retired in good order into the village where 
lie and a friend continued the struggle with musk- 
ets. lie was finally captured by a s<pia,i of British, 
with a musket in each hand. lie got a presenta- 
tion sword from the people of Baltimore, and a 
hundred years later a m.iinimeiit to his memory. 

“The fame of Havre de Grace does not ,l:*|M*n,l 
solely on tlie memory of John O’Neil. The town is 
prom* to Ixi.ist of two uuiipic products in the shape 
of Ihe wild eimvashack duck ami the Kil'S>|Ueli:inn:i 
shad. It may lx- difficult to see how a municipality 
• an lay claim to denizens of the air and water, 
luit Havre de Grace does it. Her people say that 
the local shad has a peculiar and distinctive flavor, 
that the Havre de Grace ennva shack is the last 
word in ducks. 

“Twice a year, however, when the races are on. 
ducks, fish and history retire temporarily into the 
background. Tin* railroads run daily specials direct 
to the track from Baltimore, Washington and I’liila- 
dclphiu. The main trunk auto road that connects 
New York with Washington and the south is 
crowded with sciittering jitneys bearing the crowds 
to tin* paddock. 

Tin* program is conducted with immense dignity 
and onier. Persons opposed to racing have to has,* 
their objections to tin* |ierfominiicc at Havre de 
Grace on principle rather than practice. There is 
something of the picturoMtiue element lacking, that 
distinguished the old-time ‘wide-open’ racing meet- 
ings and those that arc still held at the smaller and 
more obscure tracks the pandemonium of rival 
Ixxtkni.ikers. the multitudinous fakirs, the vendors 
of ‘tips’ and sure things. 

“Betting at Havre <1,* Grace this year is done 
exclusively through what is locally known as the 
“machine.” It has all the solemnity of playing 
the stock exchange. 

"Tlie machine occupies tin* lug space a hundred 
yards long under the stand border,-, I by a lint* of 
grated windows, like the windows of tellers in a 
hank. The citizen who desires to hack his opinion 
of a particular horse, after a study of the <xhls 
advances on one of the windows and buys a ticket 
for any sunt from $2 to $50. He may place Iiis 
money on the horse for straight, place or show — 
that is, lu* may Ih*I on his choice for a win- 
ner, or for one of the first two horses to pass 
under the wire, or one of the first three. In the 
former ease, of course, he takes the longer chance 
and stands to win the larger stun. The pool is 
divided proportionately among tin* tickets ou tlie 
first three horses. Should a favorite win the win- 
nings are split among a large iiiiniix-r of tickets, 
while if a “long shot” crosses the line ahead the 
share of each lx*tlor who hacked it is pro|x>rtion-

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 



The facility of the Japanese in turning success- 
fully to tlic various forms of highly skilled manu- 
factures is illustrated by samples received of their 
Work in making sixirts re*|iiisilies. They have made 
a iK-ginning with tenuis racquets and footballs. but 
soon are expected to l»- able to provide the com- 
plete outfit for the golfer, the cricketer and the 
angler, says a Loudon dispatch. News of the new 
efforts of the Japanese in the latter lines is of 
especial interest to the English, wlu> have regarded 
tin la as peculiarly their own. As one newspaper 
|K*ints out. however, in reflecting the general view 
here, “nothing calling for ingenuity and subtle 
craftsmanship seems to lie imiMissilile with oar 
eastern ally.” In the trade. some indite opposition 
t*> tin* new invasion, however, may be discerned. 
Thus one exi*ert points to the fact that football is 
absolutely a Britisii game anil that British manu- 
facturers are aide to provide ail that is required 
in the line. One dealer in sporting goods waxed 
enthusiastic over tennis racquet from Japan at 
$1.82. declaring that the value and workmanship 
were marvelous. It was the highest-priced of the 
Japanese products, ranging from 6<i cents to Sl>2. 
"They are going aiioiit it just as the Germans did. 
and their cleverness and cheap lanor are fast bring- 
ing them to the top.” he said. “There seems to 
lie nothing they cannot copy, and copy well.” The 
same dealer called attention to the fact that the 
Japanese .-re getting away from the Japanese touch 
or earmark of their goods, pointing out that while 
formerly one could toll at a glance that a thing 
was Japanese, now the finish is such that it might 
lie German, French or that of any other country. 

Scores of large industrial plants around Asheville 
lay idle today in the grip of tin- flood that followed 
last week’s rainstorms and hurricane, which swept 
in from (lie < ’a ml inn coast and flooded portions of 
North an I South Carolina and adjacent territory of 
Tennessee. Virginia and West Virginia, says a dis- 
patch yesterday from Asheville. N. C. Five persons 
are known to have been drowned, fifty are missing 
and hundreds an* homeless, while railroad service 
virtually is suspended in a large section on all 
sides of Asheville. The Swanuaiioa and French 
Broad rivers that rose out of their hanks in t It is 
section yesterday, flooding the village of Biltmorc 
and leaving Asheville without gas or electric light 
and power, were said to lie receding early today, 
and it was thought that tile greatest danger to this 
section had passed. Estimates of properly damage 
already have been placed at from $6.ii:mi,(NHI to 
$10.tlUU,0tNI. while the total loss to crops, lumber 
mills, cotton mills, highway and railroad bridges 
and miles of railroad tracks throughout the area 
that lias felt the flood was expected to grow as be- 
lated reports came in. The area afflicted by 
the flood extends from eastern Tenues *,* through 
southeastern West Virginia, southwestern Virginia, 
across North Carolina roughly to Wilmington am! 
embraces virtually all of Soul It Carolina. Should 
the dam at Lake Toxawav yield to the flooded 
waters pressing against it. devastation in that sec- 
tion would lie followed by floods down the Savannah 
river watershed tb.it would imperil Augusta, Ga. 

From London yesterday a dispateli said: A new 

chapter opened today in Sir Reger Casement’s legal 
fight against being executed for bigli treason for 
his activities in the Dublin revolt. Sir lingers’ case 
reached the court of criminal appeal and although 
the new proceedings hardly compare, in point of 
public interest, with the trial, privileged spectators 
began to take seats an hour before the court was 
called in order. Justice Darling, by reason of his 
seniority as king's bench judge, presided, with 
Justices Bray and Smitlmi on his lighi and .liisihcs 
Lawrence and Atkin on his left. By special permis- 
sion Sir Roger was present, lie was attired in a 
lounge suit. Ilis face lias assumed a pallor since 
he appeared for trial. Sir Rogers’ counsel imme- 
diately ip am opening argument emphasized the tech- 
nical point that the law governing treason docs net 
im-ludc any offense of adhering to the king’s cm 
miis outside of the realm. Alexander Sullivan of 
Dublin, counsel for Sir Roger Casement, said the 
appeal would involve two questions first, whether 
the matter ib'srrilted in the charge was in truth an 
offense within the statute cited: second, whether 
the definition of tin* offense adhering to the king’s 
enemies given at the reading of the trial, was an 
accurate definition or defective as an instruction 
to the jury. 

A sensational dispateli of yesterday from El Faso 
says. “An ultimatum to leave Mexico is to be 
presented to (bn. Carranza and Gen. (tbregon by 
the Mexican generals of northern Mexico, accord- 
ing to further reports from Chihuahua City today 
by arrivals. With the ultimatum backed by al- 
most the entire military forces of Mexico, the 
leaders are said to believe a simple ultimatum to 
Carranza and llbivgou would lie sufficient: that 

it would be u bloodless revolution, to Is* followed 
by a national election, at which Francisco de la 
Bara probably would be chosen president, the gov- 
ernment woidd lie rcfinuii-cd and bandits would 
lie completely exterminated, before the new gov- 
ernment would ask the recognition of foreign na- 
tions. Rumors of the approaching coup are gain- 
ing wide circulation in t’liichualiua City, said the 
arrivals and it generally seems to meet with popu- 
lar favor. The masses realize that, under Car- 
ranza. they are starving, and they are willing to 
undertake any desperate enterprise for the sake 
of their families.

■e rout inning their successful ail- 
sinu of tin- Lower l.ipa, the war 
today. The number of prisoners 



taken by the Russians in VoPiyuia yesterday wu 
nearly 13 ,imm>. I'lic announcement follows; In tli 
region of the Lower Lipa our successful advntie 
eoiit iiiues. The enemy is making a stubborn re 
sistanee. In battles in this region we took prisoner 
226 effieers and 3.872 men. We also eaptircd 

twenty-four guns, of which twelve were heavy 
pieces, together with fourteen machine guns, a few 
thousand rifles and other equipment. We also have 
captured in this vicinity fifty-one officers and 
2.183 men. The total number of prisoners taken 
on July 16 in battles in Yolliy ni i is approximately 
314 officers ami 12.637 men. We captured thirty 
gnus, of which seventeen are heavy pieces; a 
great number of machine guns and much other ma- 
terial. 

The Britisii report of military operations said. 
“German second line positions northwest of Bazeu- 
tiu Ic-I’etit wood have been raptured by the Brit- 
ish in a stormy attack, the war office announced 
today. The imsitioiis captured in what the state- 
ment characterizes as a “further important suc- 
cess.” extended over a front of 1,3110 yards. A 
strongly held |Misitioii at Waterlot farm, east of 
Longucval. also was captured by the British, while 
the remaining strongholds of the Germans in 
Ovillors mid La Boisselle were taken. The state- 
ment says A further important success has boon 
gained by us. Northwest of Bazelitin-le-l’etit 
wood we stoi mod and captured German second line 
imsitioiis on a front of 1,30(1 yards. East of Imiigu- 
oval, we widened the gap ill the Germou second 
line by capturing the strongly defended position 
on the Waterlot farm. On our left flank, in 
Ovillors and I.a Boisselle. we captured the remain- 
ing strongholds of the enemy.” 

At Berlin yesterday the war office report was: 
Army group of Field Marshal von lliiidenburg: 
Increased fire west and south of Riga and on the 
Dvina front, preceded Russian enterprises. Near 
Katarineliof, south of Riga, considerable enemy 
forces attacked. Lively fighting developed here. 
Army group of General von Liiisingeu: Southwest 

of Lutsk, a Russian attack was arrested by a Ger- 
man counter attack. Thereupon, in order to 
stri ngtlicn the defense line, the troops wore with- 
drawn behind the Lipa without being molested by 
the enemy. At other places the Russians were re- 
pulsed completely. Between the sea and the A Here 
the British at many points increased their fire to 
great violence. in the Somme district, artillery 
activity lias Is on very considerable on both sides, 
laical incniy attacks' followed, during which the 
British penetrated into Ovillors wood. 

Carranza is blamed for the continued presence of 
American troops on Mexican soil. Tie- 0 ; 

Mexican lielicvcs. according to today’s information, 
that a threat delivered to the United States be- 
fore Gen. I’orsliing entered Mexii-o would have pn - 
vented the entray of the American columns. The 
purpose of the new government will lie, it is said, 
nut only to allow the masses a voice ill the ad- 
ministration of government and the promulgation 
of reforms, hut also to call baek the wealthy 
exiles and bring to bear the entire forces of the 
republic into action for the rebuilding of Mexico. 
Within a mouth of the launching of the new move- 
ment Carranza will is- overthrown, is the fore- 
cast in Chihuahua City. The names coupled with 
the alleged revolt are those of Generals Trevino, 
Murguia, Calles, Nafarratte, Gonzales and Her- 
rera. 

The French war statement of yesterday said: 
Between the Oise and the Aisne, before Monlin- 
Sous-Toutvent. a strong reeomioiteriiig party of 
the enemy was dispersed by our fire, the statement 
says. lii the Champagne, a surprise attack de- 
livered by the Germans against a trench in the 
sector held by Russian troops was broken up by a 
counter attack, which inflicted losses on the enemy, 
tin the Verdun front the night was relatively 
calm except near hill 3t*4. where there was spirited 
rifle firing. West of Fleury, detachments of our 
troops made some progress and captured three ma- 
chine guns. After a rather long bomburdmeut the 
Germans delivered two attacks against out posi- 
tions in the region of Ham, in Lorraine, southeast 
of Noiueuy. Both attacks were repulsed and pri- 
soners remained in our hands. 



News lias been received at London that the 
Portuguese government lias equipped an army with 
everything necessary to enable it to fight side by 
side with the Anglo-French armies, and that this 
army is ready to answer the call whenever re- 
quired. The force is estimated by exis-rts at 
alMiut 230.1X10 men. Tile Russian army lias joined 
tin* Anglo- French offensive oil the west front. The 
French official report said Russian patrols had 
joined with French patrols in “great activity” on 
the Champagne front. From this it is inferred 
here that soon the entire contingent, which was 
estimated at 230,000, will Is; in the trenches on 
the west front. 

Discussion of the relative value of battle cruis- 
ers and battleships, on which authorities differ, 
was renewed by publication of a letter written by 
Rear Admiral Knight of the naval war college, to 
Secretary Daniels, upholding tlio worth of the 
cruiser as brought out in the Jutland battle lie- 
tween the British anil German fleets. The en- 
gagement said the admiral, as far as results arc 
known, enhance the importance of tin- battle 
cruiser. Dreadiiauglits. in the opinion of Admiral 
knight, will continue to be the backbone of any 
fleet, but the United States, with its gnat stretch 
of coasts, lie thinks, needs battle cruisers most. 

Emperor William lias dee id* ‘d to isinion seven 
prominent generals holding importaut commands in 
the Prussian army, according to the Berliner Tage- 
blatt. All tile generals have tendered their resig- 
nations. Five of them. Generals voii llntlow, Von 
Wienskowski. Glokk», Cramer and You Biter, will 
leave the army, while the other two Generals 
von hliest and Kralimer have lieen given home 
commands. The newspaper says no reason for the 
retirement of the officers has lieen assigned. 

Dr. 11. Barringer Cox, known in the world of 
electriial science as an inventive genius, anuoiilieed 
at San Fram-isco yesterday that he had perfected 
a subterranean wirch ss telephone anil that, inci- 
dentally. lie had discovered a new law of physics 
that electrical energy can be transmitted over a 
single conductor. For the Iasi five months Dr. 
Cox has lieen working in an effort to perfect a 
system of wireless signals for forest fires.

“It is claimed that this system does away with 
the old abuses, and it certainly seems to contribute 
materially to the general orderliness of the proceed- 
ings. According to some of tlmsi* who have fol- 
lowed the Havre de Grace meetings for years, it 
is not as ixipular with the racing folk as was tin* 
old regime, but objections are not apparent. The 
money is quite evenly distributed among tin* large 
and tlie small tickets. A typical pool will show 
2. min $2 tickets. l.tMKi at $3, 3*tq at $10 and less 
than a hundred at $3q. 

"The crowd lends some color to the charge some- 
times made that racing is a rich man's sport. Tin* 
• »:, »r are conspicuous by their absence. Then* is 
a good priukling of “society.” but the general at- 
titude of the spectators is keen and businesslike. 
Everybody follows the proceedings with card and 
|s‘inil in hand, tin* women even more seriously 
ami methodically than tin* men. The interest 
centers on the winner rather than the race and a 
game los< r gets little of the sympathy that he 
i arils in almost every other sport. Even the man- 
killing steeplechases, when til** field crowds up to 
a jump and hors; s and men go down, the glasses 
turned on tin* horses that stay in 
not **ii the limp figures in gay- 
lie still on tin* ground. 

"From time to tunc a storm of discussion arises 
over the whole quest ion of racing. Its advocates 
maintain that it is tin* hesl thing in the world 
for the lirccil of horses, and the other side protests 
that it is hail for humanity. However that may 
lie, then- is little doubt that it is a good tiling for 
Havre de Grace.” 

WINNERS OF THE NEWBURY SPRING CUP. 

The Newbury Spring Flip, an important feature 
of English spring racing, was run ‘at Newbury, 
April 29, and had an unexpected result when K. It.

J. San Miguel’s six- 
year old bay hors,* Rather Bolder, by Sir Edgar — 
I'retty Alice. 113 pounds, third. The r:u*<* is at a 
mile. The winner was at 100 to 7 ill the betting 
and ran the distance in 1:37. Fifteen horses 
started.

The honor of winning the iuangiir.il 
race fell to tin* three-year-old Succory. Iieloiiging 
to Mr. T. E. I.iildiard, which, under the guidance 
of the inimitable Joe Plant, won by two lengths 
from Roseate Dawn, with tlie favorite Thrush 
third, among tlx* unplaced Ix-iug tin* dual ‘Lincoln’ 
wimn rs (Hi and Velocity. 

“The leading couple of 19*16 were also among the 
seventeen competitors a twelvemonth later, hut 
neither was concerned with the finish, tin* race 
l«*ing won by the aged Australian- bred gelding 
Dalkeith, owned by Mr. Farqiiharsoii. whose colors 
will i«* carried on Saturday by Mount William. 

“Roseate Dawn made his third apiicaraiicc in tlie 
race a year later, anil this time his effort was 
attended with success, the son of Enthusiast boat- 
ing tin favorite Linaere by two lengths. Linaere 
was trained by Brewer, and it may be here noted 
that that trainer had provided the second on throe 
consecutive nccassiolis. one of these lieing Roseate 
D.iwii, which had Is-en sold to Capt. Wood subse- 
quent to his first failure, and which carried that 
officer's colors when he won. Slli-eory also made 
his third effort in tin* moo, and marked the occa- 
sion liy dropping doad after passing the i»ist well 
behind the other coni|s*titors.

“Mustaplia which is still in training, was favor- 
ite in 1911. hut Lord Carnarvon’s horse, which, 
like Vab'tis. carried top weight, failed to finish 
in the first flight, the winner lieing l,ord Durham's 
Rochester, which lioat Protestant Roy liy a head 
after a dour struggle, Avormis lioing third, among 
tin* unplaced lH*ing Arraninore, Prester Jack and 
Sutibright.

“Tin* race of the succeeding year resulted in a 
surprise.
